There are indications that Nanaimo. is abont 
to throw off her lethargic indifference, and, in 
gome measure, realize the commercial importance 
of that port. , We have more than once taken 
occasion to point out the advantages which Na- 
paimo undoubtedly possesses -over Victoria, as 
s commercial emporium for the trade of the Brit- 
ish Pacific ; and we daresay in doing this we 
were cousidered as being actuated more by a feel- 
ling of hostility to the one than love for the other. 
But the fact is this is not a party question for 
the indulgence of local animus, but a great 
commercial fact, which must completely over- 
ride all such petty considerations. Victoria is 
‘nearer, by a few hours sail, to those great marts 

. with which we wish to cultivate a more intimate 





commercial intercourse, it is true. Bat, as a 
sét-olf to that. trifling advantage, she has 
» wretched harbor, and can never furnish retarn 
The difference in making the passage 
tu Nanaimo is infinitesimal indeed, when her 
ample harbor and her ability to give profitable 
return freights is considered. The expense and 
trouble involved in getting into Victoria harbor, 
wking in ballast and getting safely . gut again 
are such that we are assured ships would prefer 
to.carry freights to Nanzimo at merely nominal 
rates, in order to Avoid tliat trouble, delay and 
Indeed it would appear that shipping 
is at this present moment going direct to Nanai- 
mo fa ballast! ‘This being the case it needs no 
labored reasoning to prove the ddvautages pos- 


cargoes. 


secsed by Nanajtno as-a commercial emporium, 
and that goods could-be laid down there cheaper 
than at Victoria. We are glad to observe, by 
several articles which have reéently appeared in 
the spirited little paper published there, that Na- 
naimo is becoming alive to this important 
subject ; and that not only are her merchants 
getting their supplies direct, but a broader view 
of the matter is being entertained, and the hith- 
erto sleepy and unambitious little “* mining bam- 
let” Leginus to aspire to some commercial. grest- 
ness. Whether this change is to be attributed 
tu the fact that she nowW possesses a newspaper, 
or to the recent infusion of new commercial blood, 
or to both matters little. The-fact is what we 
have to do with ; and it augors well for the fu- 
ture of Nanaimo. So far as the-trade of this 
colony is concerned it is no feeling of jealousy or 
ill pature which dictates those views. It is a 
simple matter of business, not feeling. _ That 
British Columbia will gradually become commer- 
cially independent of Vancouver Island, or near- 
ly so, we have always believed. If our own 
trade can be done direct, and the heavy toll 
which has built up and propped up Victoria can 
be saved tu the colony, to-expect that that trade 
will continue to pass through so expensive and 
unnecessary a channel is simply absurd. We 
are quite aware that Victotia merchants’ and a 
certain class of Victoria politicians affect to 
sneer at the idea of British Columbia trade giv- 
ing them the go-by. But their sneers are too 
transparent to need exposure here. Indeed 
their uneasiness upon the subject clearly indicates 
a want of confidence in their own professed faith. 
Not only are our ports equally accessible with 
theirs, but. we can do what Victoria can never 
hope to do,—tade all the shipping that the trade 
of the colony will ever employ. A good begine 
ning is being made in the timber trade—a branch 
which is capable of indefinite expansion, and 
there is every reasunable prospect of our 
being able in Jess than a couple of years to give 
a chvice of lumber or coal. These are consider- 
ations which mus¢ ensure’ shipping ; and why 
should,that shipping come to as empty ? Will 
+ it not rather bring such merchadise as will meet 


with a ready market here, and avoid the trouble, 
time and expense of discharging in a neighbor- 
. ing colony what must ultimately seck a market 
in this 2? We congratulate Nanaimo upon her 
new born aspirations. All. that is needed is to 
enter the wedge. If the Messrs. Canningham 
Brothers buy their goods in the principal mar- 
kets, and have them carried direct to their-ware- 
‘house, at less freights than can be laid down at 
Victoria, it is morally certain that the said Cun- 
tingham Brothers will do all the business of 
the place, unless the other merchants go and do 
likewise ; and once supply the retail trade direct, 
® wholesale trade, which will extend its ramifi- 
cations on every hand, is: inevitable: There- 
fore we say to our. contemporary “stick to your 
text.”. It is a “ trump card,” aud is sure to win.

That the Queen 
may take advantage of the casual presence of 
that eminent colonial statesman in England to 
recognize his undoubted services by a stroke of 
the Royal sword is-quite possible ; for such a 
destinction has already been conferred upon col- 
onists less deserving. Nor would it be’ matter 
of surprise that, should a Governorship be at Her 
Majesty’s disposal, it would be offered to Mr. 
Tilley ; for we believe that gentleman’s rare 
abilities and great experjence eminently fit him to 
administer the affairs ofa colony. . But although 
these results undoubtedly fall withiu the range of 
possibility, there is certainly nothing in the cir- 
cumstance of Mr. Tilley’s gisit to England to 
warrant the paragraph which appeared in the 
Colonist. Withkfespect to the concluding part 
of that paragraph, which smacks so strongly of 
_Wictoria manafacture, it is too silly toneed com- 
ment. If ,we were to lose Governor Seymour, 
which heaven forbid, there are probably few who 
would be more likely to administer with greater 
acceptabilty and. success than would Mr Tilley. 
But as for the “‘ United Pacific Colonies” their 
existence can only be traced in the troubled cra- 
nium of one who has become a confirmed mono- 
maniac upon the subject. The question of union 
is set at rest for the nonce ; and uo steps will 
be taken in that matter without the consent of 
this colony, assuredly not in direct, opposition 
to its Gowernor and its Legislature.

CALIFORNIA DATES TO THE 13th. 


San Frascisco, Sept. 11.—Overland line ‘is 
down. between Salt Lake and Laramie. The 
yacht race between the Restless and Annie, for 
$500, came off to-day and was won by the for- 
mer. The “ Firemans Fund Insurance Co.” re- 
covered judgment in the Fourth District Court 
to-day against Wm H. Kessup for $11,750 90c., 


and $6,967 70c. for counsel fees and foreclosure 


of mortgage, On which suit was begun to satisfy 
the judgment. 

Advices from San Louis Obispo report that 
the Democrdts elected one Senator and une As- 
semblyman.

San Francisco, Sept. 12.—Overland line still 
down. Complete election returns from Solano 
and Yolo Counties elect L. B. Misener, “ Inde- 
pendent Union,” to represent them in the State 
Senate by 112 majority. The Democrats elect 
Sheriff and Treasurer. 

The screw steamer Montana is now on the way 
from New York to this port. It is understood 
she will be employed by’ the Pacific Mail S. S. 
Co. in the freight department between this port 
and Panama. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce states that several first-class steamers are 
to be built on the Atlantic coast for the coasting 
trade of California and; Oregon. ’ 

San Francisco, Sept. 12.—The daily overland 
mail to Oregon, which bas been running for five 
years past, ceases to-day, and the northern por- 
tion of California and Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho Territories, comprising a population of 
not less than 260,000, and will for the present 
be deprived of mail. facilities. The mar:ner in 
which this condition of affairs has been brought 
about was explained in the statement published 
about Ist August, at wliich period the contract 
made by the Culifornia Stage Co. expired, but 
they agreed to run the mail until date ; nothing 
was done until last Wednesday, when the follow- 
ing was received :— 

““Wasnrseton, Sept. 6—To R. C. Gaskill, 
Special Agent P. O. Department.—The: tempo-, 
rary contract made by you and the Postmaster 


‘at Lincoln with the California Stage Co. is re- 


jected by the Department. Send no more than 
a weekly mail between Lincoln and Portland, 
and that temporarily, at acost not exceeding 
fyrty thousand dollars per annum. 
(Signed, ) Gro. W. McLettax, 
2ud Assist. P. M. G-” 


The President of the California Stage Com- 
pany, positively refuses to carry the mail anoth- 
er day. He says the Company has lost by the 
service very considerably. The company will 
continuy to run their stages for the conveyance 
of passengers uutil they can sell their stock, or 
make arrangements to withdraw: from the busi- 
ness. Meantime Mr. Gaskill finds it impossible 
to contract fur carrying a weekly mail to Oregon 
for $40,009, or anything like that sam.

The Gold Export Tax. 

In an article devoted to a review of the ori- 
gin and history of this measure, which appeared 
in this journal, on the 26th alt., the following 
passage Occurred : “ The question next makes 
its appearance in April last, when the Williams 
Creek Mining Board, in session here, passed a wnan- 
tatous vote in favor of the tax!!” Our attention 
has been called to a commnnication in the last 
edition of the Cnriboo Sentinel, from “ John Pol- 
;mere,’’ who, it appears, is a member of the Min- 
ing Board, who misquotes us and then proceeds 
tolrefute his own production. Mr. Polmere 
makes us say “ that the Williams Creek Mining 
Board was unanimonsly in favor of the Gold Ex- 
port Tax being imposed.” The difference be- 
tween this and what we did say may appear’ tri- 
| fling to the cursory reader, and yet it is very ma. 
| terial to the point at issue. We may premise 


that it looks very suspicious for Mr. Polmere, 
| doubtless with a copy of the British CoLumpiay 
before him, to so ingeniously misquote our lan- 
| guage.as tu enable him to contradict it with truth. 
The circumstances were simply these:—At a 


meeting of the Mining Board, held in this. city | 


| in April last, a resolution was unanimously pas- 

sed, recommending the Governor to impose a 
small Export Tax upon gold. The Board was 
composed of ten members, five of whom consti- 
| tuted a quorum, and five of whom were present 

when the resolution in question was passed, viz., 
Dr. Black, Chairman, and Messrs. Duff, Steel, 
Dewdney, and ga Joun Potwere! Thus it 
will be seen that, while we were quite correct in 
stating that the Board ‘‘passed a onanimous 
vote in favor of the tax,’”’ we wonki not have 
been correct in saying that the Board'“ was un- 
animously in favor of the Gold tax being impos- 
ed.” The fact that Mr. Polmere was one of five 
who passed the resolution, and is now seeking 
to shirk the responsibility of that act, is easily 
explained. Subsequently to the passing of the 
resolution Mr Polmere and.some other members 
of the Board visited Victoria, and there under- 
went a certain process which ‘caused them to 
stultify their previous acts and oppose the tax 
on their return ; and it is fur the public to decide 
whether the acts of these men with respect to 
the tax were more likely to be the result of their 
own cool judgement before or after undergoing 
the process in the neighboring colony. So far 
as the rate of tax is concerned, Mr. Polmere will 
find that we stated that the Mining Board were 
in favor. of a less rate than 2s., and by a refer- 
ence to the files of this paper he will find that 
we were strongly opposed to so high a rate, sug- 
gesting 1s. on unassayed, and . 6d. on assayed 
gold, as being a reasonable rate, under all the 
circumstances: Bat, so far as the principle of 
the measure is concerned, we still maintain, and 
we fee] assured that every sensible man mast can- 
didly admit, that the tax is one of the most equi- 
| table and just’which could be devised, in the 


present circumstances of the country. 





Purorocrarnic Vitws.—We bave been shown 
a collection of photographic views of interior 
tow1s, bridges, canyons, lake and mountain scen- 
ery of British Columbia. These views, by Mr. 
C. Gentile, are well taken and arc exceedingly 
interesting, conveying, as they de, a very graphic 
illustration ofthe magnificent scenery of the 
country, as well as of the progress of civiliza- 
tion. We believe it is the intention of Mr. Gen- 
tile to visit Cariboo immediately, and secure 
views of any points of interest beyond Clinton, 
‘the limit of previous operations, as well as illus- 
trations descriptive of actual. mining operations, 
which last will certainly form not the least in- 
teresting feature of the collection. It is the in- 
tention of the artist, after completing his collec- 
tion, to visit England, where these illustrations 
will probably be turned to account in a way cal- 
culated to place this colony more prominently 
before the world, and proye that British Colum- 
bia possesses scenery which, in point of beauty 
and picturesqueness, will compare favorably 
with countries which have long been the resort 
of the connoisseur, the subject of the artist, and 
the theme of the poet. We) understand Gover- 
nor Seymour has taken home with him copies of 
the cullection shown to us ; and it is highly prob- 
able we shall see some of them figuring in the J/- 
lustrated London News before long. Mr. Gentile 
has also taken views of several of the principal 
residences in this city,, which look remarkably 
well.

THE “ONWARD.” 


$260,000 IN TREASURE. 


The steamer Onward, Capt. Irving, came in 
from Yale last evening, bringing Barnard’s Car- 
iboo Express, Dietz & Nelson’s Express, $139,- 
000 in treasure, belonging to the Bank of British 
North America, $111,000 in treasure, belonging 
to the Bank of British Columbia, $10,000 in 
treasure in private hands, and 40 passengers, 
amongst whom we observed Alexander Rock 
Robertson, Esq., Barrister. There is not much 
news from Cariboo, and what there is, we regret 
to say, is far from satisfactory. Continuous and 
heavy rain fell for seven days, swelling the trib- 
utaries of Williams Creek, causing a rush of wa- 
ter, which did muchdemage. On Monday week 
it broke the Bed-rock Drain in several places, 
filling all the claims, from the ‘‘ Cariboo” down- 
wards, and putting a complete stop to mining 
operations. It was hoped that work would be 
resumed in several of these claims in the course 
of a few days ; but that would, of course, depend 
upon the subsiding of the water and the extent 
of damage. The total damage by the flood is 
estimated as high as $200,000. Snow commen- 
ced falling on the 7th, andgfell to a depth of three 
inches, and the weather was very disagreeable 
and the roads bad. 

Tne “ Cotonist” rs. W. A. G. Youne.—One 
would suppose that the people of Victoria might 
permit an agricultural dinner to pass off without 
getting up a political row ; but such would not 
appear to be the case. At the dinner on Thurs- 
day night Colonial Secretary Young, in respond- 
ing to a toast on behalf of the Legislature,-so far 
forgot himself as to launch out into party polities, 
and make a most coarse‘and ungeutlemavly at- 
tuck upon the Editor of the Colonist newspaper, 
even going the length of telling him to “ look in- 
to the mirror to see himself an ass.” The irate 
Editor retorted in his leader of the following 
morning, comparing the offending official to 
member of “'The London Shoeblack Brigade.” 
So far as the merit of the articles which drew 
such unbecoming remarks from Mr. Young.is con- 
cerned, we must say that they are characterised 
by the most wanton extravagance of assertion and 
arrogant assumption. But, for the matter of that, 
they are about as near the truth as were the 
counter assertions made. by the Colonial 
Secretary. Mr. Young drew a contrast between 
the English press and that of these colonies, to 
the disparagement of the latter. But how would 
his conduct at the agricultural dinner compare 
with that of English statesmen upon similar oc- 
casions? We imagine Mr. Young would suffer 
very much more by the comparison than would 
the local press.

The Beacons are fornied with ¢lusters of piles, each 
Beacon having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from’2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head.
